In an effort to. prevent .export. of 
metal from China, the Nanking 
Ministry, of War has. issued a prohl- 
bition.

Great Britain’s two new battleships, laid down early in 
January on Tyneside and Merseyside, will be unlike any warships» 
ever known before in the British navy, a 


They will be five knots faster than 
any dreadnought Britain cver has 
had, and probably faster than the 
famous. battle cruiscr Hood. They 
will mount a new type = gun 
of a calibre the OGritlsh navy 
hos not used previously. The 
ships will have 6 inches of armour 
plate on the decks as protection against 
the largest known acrial bombs. They 
will carry far more. aircraft.. for 
launching from catapults than any 
existing ship. . 


In contrast to the two mighty 
flonting fortresses will be two. new 
United States battleships recently 
authorized. Specifications for these 
two ships, us made public by the 
Navy Department in Whashington: 
revealed that America will adhere to 
its traditional policy of putting big 
guns and heavy armour ahead of 
speed. 


TOP SPEED SECRET 


The two U. S. ships, whose keels 
will be lald early in the summer, 
probably will have a speed of 26. or 
27 knots, Britain's new battleships 
undoubtedly wii! have speeds well 
Knots, although it Is not 
known definitely just how. fast they 
will be. + : 

Designs for. modern battleships have 
been constantly under study. by the 
Admiralty construction depariment in 
reeent years. Twelve different de- 
signs have been produced, ranging in 
size from 25,000 tons to fantastic 
fortresses of 80,000 tons, Word from 
Washington Is that the two new U. 5. 
ships wlll not exceed the 35,000-ton 
Itmit -set by the Washington Naval 
Treaty, although jt- no Jonger is 
effective; 

Since the last navul conference it 
has been universally accepted in 
Admiralty cireles that new battleships 
would have to be kept within 35,000 
tons. This has led to Intensive re- 
search in reducing weight without 
dotracting from armour protection or 
fun power. Britain heretofore has 
never used the 14-inch and 16-Inch 
#uns, although foreign navies have. 


NEW GUN DEVELOPED 


In the long interval since ‘the ‘last 
British battleship was laid down, 
arms makers have been experiment- 
ing with new type weapons. Now it 
is revealed that they have ‘developed 
a weapon of smaller size than 14 
inches, but it is said to be more 
eMcient than the standard 14-inch 
gun. , 

Details of this new weapon are 
secret, but it is known that the new 
gun welghs 25 tons less than the 
-old-one; so that y battleship mounting 
eight would save 200 tons in weight. 
This poundage could be converted to 
making the craft less: vulnerable by 
Jnereasing the armour plate. 

It is believed that the new British 
yun fires o shell twvelghing 1,800 
hundredweight and the rate of fire is 
said-to be three rounds in two minutes. 


U.S, TO USE THREE TURRETS 


According to word from Washing- 
ton, the ‘gun size for the two new 
U.S. batileships has not been decided 
definitely, but they will be cither 14 
or 10-inch. Specifications as they now 
stand permit an option. Regardless of 
the size’ gun mounted, these craft -will 
‘ If the 14- 
inch gun Js chosen, then each turret 
will mount four. If the targer 
weapon 1s used, three will be mounted. 

It Is polnted out here that nine 16- 
inch guns would be more powerful 
than either Great Britain or Japan 
ever has mounted on any fighting 
craft; Obviously the American ships 
have been designed as more defensive 
than offensive. First,-navy observers 
point out, fs the slower specd. Then 
the armour plate probably will be 
heavicr. Specd, admittedly was de- 
sirable, but not atthe sacrifice of 
weight, big guns ond heavy armour.

U.S. Bureau to Sponsor 
'.Two-Year Expedition 
In Greenland 
New York, Feb. 26. 


An Arctic expedition which may 
revolutionize weather forecasting in 
is belng planned by 
Clifford J. MacGregor, New York, 


Bureau. 


The pnrty Is scheduled to Icave 
Newark, N. J., next June on Mac- 
Gregor's 120-foot schooner for Fort 
Conger on the north-dast corner of 
Greenland. oe 

MacGregor, chief metcorologist for 
the Second International Expedition 
to the Arctic in 1932-33, pointed out 
that it is an accepted scientific fact 
Uthat weather in the far north has 
a great Influence as far south as the 
lower lier, of states. He hopes to. 
discover just how great that ine 
fluence is, 

The explorer wiil use a compara- 
tively new appronch—the study of 
“alr masses” In place of alr currents, 
thus obtaining a three-dimepsional 
or- cubical view of the tmosphere 
rather than a flat plane. By this 
method, air streams in upper 
altitudes coun be traced to and from 
their sources and high and low 
pressure areas can be analyzed. 

“We think that the complete birth 
of weather can be studled, because 
weather must originate somewhere, 
and scientists now belicve it is in the 
Arctic," MacGregor said. 


TO USE BALLOONS 


“There are thirty-seven weather 
stations In this country for the study 
of ‘air masses." But they have made 
compuratively little progress because 
their experimental- airplanes can as- 
cend only in good weather, We hope 
to use compact meteorological record- 
ers with which the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology is experiment- 


and~will”- be-sent~up7 en balloons.— 
radio transmitter will dispatch at- 
mospherle conditions to our receiver 
on the ground... Thus we will not be 
hampered by unfavourable weather 
conditions. Our, findings will be 
broadcast to the UW.

“Another problem which we will 
attempt to solve—one-which has 
puzzled scientists for many years—ls 
the orlgin of the ‘blonde eskimos in 
these northern ‘regions, Four or five 
hundred years ago, a settlement of 
Vikings in Greenland suddenly ‘dis- 
appeared.

EMPIRE CONTEST MAY 
‘BE SPOILED 


Sun Suspect 
. London, Feb, 28. 


Four hundred amateur wireless 
enthusiasts, in all parts of the Em- 
pire, are wondering If tlie. large 
number of spots now spread over 
the sun will seriously interfere 
with the annual Enmptre-wide com- 
petition, organised by the Radio 
Socicty of Great Britain.

“SKIP DISTANCE”. 


The nbnomality, Mr.-John Ctarri- 
coats, Secretary of the Radio Society, 
explained is one of “skip distance.”

Fifteen pounds slimmer around 
the waist and a tectotaller for 
almost a month, Walter Hagen 
has bought a new set of golf

23 years after he won his first 
links championship. 

The “Haig,” perhaps the 
eolourful golfer in history of that 
sport, is determined tq win the 
British open for the fifth time, “be- 
éause I'm tired of hearing young 
smart alees‘call me a fat old has- 
been.” tee i : 

“A comeback is no easy business,” 
explained the thin-haired | veteran 
who once carned $40,000 year 
playing golf, then dropped to $75 
a few years back, “I’ve thrown away 
my clubs, worked off 16 pounds and 
haven't even seen a golf ball for 
months. 

“But Pm having o brand — new 
set designed, will shuck off 20 
pounds more, and I’m_ practicing 
every day. Sort of funny that 
‘practicing, after all these ycars.”

Hagen, who won his first tourna 
ment—the U.S..open at Chicago—in 
1914, will sail with Joo Kirkwood 
for Australia, trave! slowly through 
New Zealand, then go to_England in 
time for the matches. 

The portly golfer has behind him 
the most impressive record of any 
shot maker in the business, Five 
times winner of the P.G.A, chame 
pionships, Hagen. captained the 
American Ryder cup teams tn 1927, 
1929, 1931 and 1933, und in all has 
participated in more than 225 open 
tournaments.

Slr,—But for the importance of 
the subject I would not request 
further encroachment on the valu- 
able space of your papcr. But I 
think a reply should be given tg 
your correspondent ‘Realist’. 


His analogy of armed nations and 
police forces is fof from ~ being 
sound, and by no menns constitutes 
a parallel: at least from the pacifist's 
viewpoint. 


“Realist” must first realise that 
pacifists condemn war in toto br- 
cause it destroys life. As Mr. 
MecLean has made clear, it is not 
n question of whether it is a righte- 
ous or unrighteous war. The effect 
is the ‘same. People are killed, and 
therefore it ts into3erabic. 
it was the Rev. “Dick” Sheppard, 
who at the recent Church Assembly 
succinctly made this point when he 
sald that it didn’t matter whether 


the bomb which was dropped. was/" 


labelled “With Love From Geneva" 
or. labelled “With Haute from Your 
Enemies.” The bomb was a bomb. 
and would kill. The pacifist, there-

illumination of shop fronts) and all 
aggregations of lights, whether Dublic 
or private, must extinguished, 
except such publi ps as in the 
opinion of the Inspector General of 
Police are necesary for safety and 
any other Mghts appreved by him.

tlnguished must be reduced to the
